from taxpayers who had failed 
to file returns for prior years 
and, therefore, urges taxpay- 
ers to avail themselves of this 
opportunity so that the pay- 
ment of penalties and unnec- 
essary inconvenience and em- 
barrassment might later be 
avoided. 

Residents of Kentucky are 
required to report their entire 
income regardless of the 
source. Thus, in addition to 
all income from Kentucky| 
sources, resident individuals} 
must report all income from 
personal services performed 
outside of Kentucky and from! 
property and other sources lo- 
cated outside of this state. A 
non-resident is required to 
report all income from _per- 
sonal services performed in 
Kentucky in addition to all in- 
come from property or other 
sources in this state. | 

Returns are required of sin- 
gle individuals (including 
those who qualify as “head- 
of-family”) who have a gross 
income of $1500 or more or a 
net income of $1000 or more. 
Married individuals are re-| 
quired to file if their combin-| 
ed gross income amounts to 
$3000 or more or if they have 
anet income of $2500 or more. 

Single individuals are en- 
titled to a personal exemption

The announcement coming 
from Mr. May, sets at rest two 
rumors concerning his future 
plans. One rumor was that 
he would be a candidate for 
the Senate; the other was that

There will be strong pres- 
sure in the next constitutional 
vonvention to streamline the 
Legislative machinery of Ken- 
tucky. The present set-up has 
been changed little since the} 


state wag admitted into the 
Union. 
Kentucky has more than 


twice as many counties as 
New York and Pennsylvania 
combined. We have one-sev- 
enth the population of those 
two states. But reducing Ken- 
tucky’s number of counties to 
fifty or sixty is merely some- 
thing to hope for eventually. 
Governor Chandler proposed 
as an economy measure, com- 
bining many of the poorer and 
less populous counties, but he 
soon learned that the idea 
was futile, at least in this gen- 
eration. |

field agent in horticulture, will 
be gotten under way at once, 
with county and home agents 
and other staff members con- 
tributing to it. 

To assure a variety of vege 
tables, a succession of crops 
should be planned. From the 
early garden should come the 
vegetables for canning as they 
are of better quality and there 
is less danger of drought. Early 
in the season there are fewer 
weeds and insects to fight, 
and the hardest work is done 
before the heat of mid-sum- 
mer.

Will Film Atom 
Blast of Ships 


Cameras Set on Towers to 
Be Operated by Radio; 
Cost Half Billion.

WASHINGTON. — The navy’s | 
atom bomb tests this spring will be | 
photographed by cameras set on| 
100-foot steel towers, arranged in a 
ting around the warships in Bikini 
atoll. The cameras will be auto- 
matic, operated by remote control 
by radio on a distant ship. Other 
cameras will take pictures from air- | 
planes flying at safe distances. In 
addition several planes operated by | 
remote control, pilotless, will carry | 
cameras closer than the manned | 
planes, says the Assdciated Press. | 

The arrangements were an-| 
nounced, with approval of the navy | 
security office, Washington, by the | 
Fairchild Camera and Instrument | 
corporation, which will supply cam- | 
eras, radio and electronic equipment 
for the crossroads photography. — | 

The tower cameras will be in bat- | 
teries, set over several islands sur- | 
rounding the enclosure of atoll | 
waters. The instruments will be 
housed in small rooms, each shield- 
ed against x-rays and other radio- 
active hazards of an atomic bomb 
explosion. Photographic film re- | 
quires better shielding than do hu-| 
man beings, because the emulsion 
is very sensitive to fogging by even | 
a slight excess of radioactive rays. | 

Fear Blast Heat. | 

The shielding will be lead. In-| 
side this heavy housing there will | 
be airtight, waterproof boxes, and} 
in them the cameras. Airtight boxes 
are necessary because after the ex-| 
plosion small radioactive particles | 
in the air might drift through open- | 
ings and damage the undeveloped | 
pictures. 

The photos will be taken through 
windows set in the boxes. Portholes 
will open automatically in front ‘of 
the windows at the instant the pic- 
tures are taken and will shut auto- 
matically afterward, as an added

Are Your Tomato Vines at Stake? L 


own sweet way, following their nat 


thusiastic followers. 

Take tomatoes. If you have plenty 
of space and the ground under the 
vines is not likely to be wet causing 
the fruit to rot, you can often get a 
splendid crop with less work by just 
letting the vines sprawl, On the 
other hand there are a number of 
advantages to training tomato vines, 

In a small garden there is real 
economy of space by staking be- 
cause the plants can be set closer 
together and many more grown in 
the same area. Getting the vines off 
the ground allows them more sun- 
shine and often prevents the tangled 
mass of leaves and stems from 
shading the fruits and delaying 
ripening. When the vines are off 
the ground, the fruits usually ripon 
more evenly and are easier to gather 
without breaking or pulling up the 
vines. 

There are several suitable ways 
of staking tomato vines, One of the 
customary methods is to use poles 
about six feet long by one inch 
square, driving them a foot into the 
ground, one beside each plant.

crosspieces to each pole to form a 
trellis, Tomato plants set along a 
fence will sometimes form an orna= 
mental as well as useful border, and 
the fence posts, if slender, will serve 
as supports to which the vines can 
be tied. 

There’s a simple effective way of 
staking called the “tepee” method. 
Four poles about five feet in length 
are set beside four tomato plants 
equally distant from each other. 
‘The stakes need not be driven into 
the ground but are tied firmly to- 
gether at the top (see illustration). 
Each plant is fastened to and sup= 
ported by its pole. 

Whatever method of staking is 
used, all the side shoots except the 
trunk and two main branches should 
usually be nipped off before the 
plants are tied to their supports. 
This encourages stronger growth 
and better fruits. For tying the 
Plants be sure to use soft string o: 
stuips of rag. Hard twine may cut 
or break the branches, especially 
when the wind blows.

Girding to Save 


Erring Youngsters 


Justice Department Plans 
To Curb Delinquency. 


WASHINGTON. — Attorney Gen- 
eral Clark announced the first step 
in the justice department's program 
to curb juvenile delinquency. 

In an interview, Clark said he will 
appoint within a few days a special 
panel of 25 churchmen, educators, 
business men and welfare leaders 
‘to help the department formulate 
plans to combat the rising trend in 
juvenile crimes. 

Within a few weeks he will ask 
representatives of state, county and 
city governments to meet with the 

anel and justice department of- 
ficials to work out remedial meas- 
ures. 

“When 70 per cent of adult crim- 
inals are known to have been de- 
linquent in their youth, it is high 
time that a new step be initiated to 
curb such a disgraceful situation,” 
Clark asserted, adding: ‘Erring 
boys and girls must be saved from 
continuing lives of crite.” 

Clark said the panel and the jus- 
tice department will make a survey 
of the entire field of juvenile crime. 
Its findings will be made available 
to social, juvenile and law enfore- 


jing agencies throughout the nation. 


“According to a recent report 
sent me by Director J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver of the FBI,” Clark said, “21 
per cent of all arrests are of per- 
sons under 21. More 17-year-olds 
are arrested than any other age 
group."" 

Since 1939, he said, the arrests of 
girls under 18 have jumped 198 per 
cent while arrests of boys under 18 
have increased 48 per cent. 

Clark said he is encouraging all 
United States attorneys to experi- 
ment with the deferred prosecution 
plan which he said is ‘‘achieving 
gratifying success in eastern New 
York." 

“This procedure,” he explained, 
“permits the delay of prosecution 
and provisional release by the dis- 
trict attorney of the youthful offend- 


pervision. 

“The guilty who are deemed 
worthy are placed on probation be- 
fore trial, thus avoiding the stigma 
of a conviction. If there is no fur- 
ther breach, the record in the case 


there is no black mark against the 
youth.”* 


Carrier Jet Plane Is 


Developed by U. S. Navy 

WASHINGTON, D. C.—The navy 
announced development of its frst 
exclusively jet powered fighter 
plane for carrier operation. Its top 
speed exceeds 500 miles an hour. 


the plane was designed and built 
by the McDonnell Aireraft corpora- 
tion, St. Louis, Mo. Already exten- 
sively flight-tested, it has a service 
ceiling of “well over seven miles,” 
the navy said. Primarily designed 
as an interceptor, it has a range of 
approximately 1,000 miles. 

The “Phantom” is built of light 
aluminum alloy polished to a finish 
which prisents little air resistance. 
Total weight of the plane with full 
combat load is less than 10,000 
pounds. The single seat, low wing_ 
monoplane has a wing span of ap- 
proximately 40 feet. The wings fold 
elhctrically and when rigged for 
stowage the plane is pnly 16 fect 
wide, 

Armament consists of stand- 
ard fighter armament mounted in 
the nose. 


Per Capita Share of 


Federal Debt Goes Down 

WASHINGTON. — This might 
che.. you up a bit— 

Your per capita share of the 
prospective national debt is coming 
down. 

A year ago President Roosevelt 
figured the debt would be 292 bil- 
lion dollars this year. That would 
have been $2,118 for every Ameri- 
can—man, woman and child. 

But with the war over and gov- 
ernment finances looking up, the 
debt now figures to be 271 billion 
dollars by next year. That works 
out at $1,935 per capita, thanks to 
an increase in population as well 
as a lower debt figure. 


Jefferson Davis Home 


. Now Draws Many Visitors 

MONTGOMERY, ALA.—The first 
White House of the Confederacy, the 
house in which Jefferson Davis 
lived during his residence in Mont- 
gomery, as president of the Confed- 
erate States of America, is today a 
shrine which attracts thousands of 
visitors annually, 

A recent estimate, described as 
conservative, by leaders of the 
White House association, placed the 
number of visitors at more than a 
thousand a month. 


Famine Crisis Now 


Menaces South Africa 

JOHANNESBURG, S, A.—The 
Union of South Africa is on the 
verge of a food crisis, it was au- 
thoritatively stated.
